£27m rail innovation 
hub gets green light 

THE green light has been given for a £27.8 
million ‘very light rail’ innovation centre 
in Dudley. Outline plans for the complex 
at Castle Hill were approved by Dudley 
Council’s development control committee 
on Monday. 

The innovation centre would be for the 
design and construction of lightweight rail 
vehicles with research and development 
laboratories, as well as facilities for manu¬ 
facturing, conferences and training. Coun¬ 
cil chiefs have promised the ‘world class’ 
centre will create 225 jobs, 331 apprentice¬ 
ships and 33 new businesses by 2021.

ONE of the victims of a per¬ 
verted Black Country reli¬ 
gious leader is worried that 
he will assault more children 
after fleeing the country. 

Paedophile Hafiz Rahman, 58. was 
found guilty of five charges of in¬ 
decent assault at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court last week. 

But after the jury found him guilty in just 20 
minutes, perverted Rahman boarded a flight to 
Bangladesh to avoid being sentenced. 

Rahman was the imam at Queens Cross 
mosque in Cradley Heath. He was convicted 
of crimes against the girls in the 1980s, when 
he was supposed to be giving them religious in¬ 
struction. 

One of his victims, 
who was under 10 at 
the time she was preyed 
upon, says she is ‘angry 
and frustrated’ by Rah¬ 
man’s escape from jus¬ 
tice. 

Speaking at her 
semi-detached home in 
the West Midlands, the 
mother-of-one - who 
uses the pen name Na- 
bila Sharma - said her 
relief at Rahman’s con¬ 
viction was followed by shock at his escape. 

“I was 100 per cent sure he was going to get 
off,” she said. “But when I heard he was guilty 
it was as if a huge weight had been lifted off 
my shoulders. 

Warned

“The fact that those 12 jurors believed me 
and it only took 20 minutes for them to decide 
shows I was right.” 

But Ms Sharma said she was shocked that 
Rahman had been able to travel to Bangladesh, 
adding that she had warned police he would 
run away. 

“I was actually surprised he came to court 
as I thought he would’ve done a runner a long 
time ago. When I heard he had actually done it 
I was just in shock. I don’t know why his pass¬ 
port was given back to him. 

“I feel like it’s been a waste of time and my 
worry is he could do this again now, in another 
country.” 

Rahman, of Ballard Road, Netherton, sex¬ 
ually assaulted two girls at the mosque in a 
string of attacks in the 1980s. The victims, aged 
under 10 at the time, had gone to the mosque 
for religious studies. 

The Foreign Office will work with police in 
Bangladesh to track down the father-of-seven 
and extradite him to Britain. 

Rahman was found guilty of five out of seven 
charges of indecent assault. He was cleared of 
two. He will be sentenced on November 3, in 
person or in his absence. 


DISGUST AT MESS AS FLY-TIPPERS TARGET SITE

THIS is not an official rubbish dump or land¬ 
fill site but open land in the heart of the Black 
Country where an incredible amount of rub¬ 
bish has been dumped by fly-tippers. 

The trail of rubbish extends for dozens of 
metres at Turner’s Hill in Rowley Regis. 

The piles of rubbish at the site, off Portway 
Hill, is just a short distance from the huge 
phone mast, a landmark which can be seen 
for miles around. 

The scale of the mess has outraged people 
in the area. 

A stunned Councillor Maria Crompton said: 


“It’s absolutely disgusting. If it was brought 
in a lorry or van it must have been several 
lots. It looks like they have got through the 
gate to access the driveway. 

Clean-up 

“Somebody must have seen something. If 
anyone did, I hope they will come forward.” 

The clean-up process has been made com¬ 
plicated as it is not clear who owns the site, 
although the land is thought to be owned by 
telecoms giant BT. 

Councillor Crompton said it was the worst 


example of fly-tipping she had ever seen and it 
is unclear how long it will take to be cleared. 

Councillor Crompton added: “Environmen¬ 
tal Health and the security people have been 
informed.” 

It is the latest in several major fly-tipping 
incident across San dwell in recent months. 
Last month, bags of rubbish including bro¬ 
ken chairs, carpets and clothing were dumped 
outside Langley Green station in Western 
Road. That came after shameless fly-tippers 
were caught on camera dumping two sofas in 
Smethwick’s Foundry Lane from a white van.

He entered a not guilty plea to a single 
charge of wounding with intent relating to 
the incident on Sunday, October 9. 

The case was adjourned until tomorrow 
(Friday) at Wolverhampton Crown Court. 
The boy was remanded in youth detention. 

The 18-year-old victim was found with a 
stab wound to his stomach. He is recover¬ 
ing in hospital.

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Five arrested in connection with murder

FIVE men have been arrested 
in connection with the murder 
of a man who was found in¬ 
jured in Halesowen. 

Karl Swift, aged 33, from South 
Yorkshire, was found with serious 
head injuries on New Road, Hale¬ 
sowen, on Friday, September 9. 

He was taken to hospital where he 
died from his injuries the following day. 

Four men - aged 58, 51, 29 - and an¬ 
other man aged 29, all from Sheffield, 
along with a 23-year-old man from 


Rotherham, were arrested in Yorkshire 
on suspicion of murder. 

Senior investigating officer Detective 
Inspector Paul Joyce, of West Midlands 
Police’s homicide team, said the arrests 
marked a major development in the 
investigation but witnesses were still 
being sought. 

Pub 

He said: “The arrests are a significant 
development in the investigation. 

“But we are still keen to hear from 
anyone who was in the area on Thurs¬ 


day, September 8, and into the early 
hours of Friday morning.” 

DI Joyce added: “We still believe 
there may have been an incident at the 
William Shenstone Wetherspoons pub 
in Halesowen prior to Mr Swift leaving. 

“I would urge anyone who was in the 
pub between 4pm and 10pm on Thurs¬ 
day, September 8, who has not yet spo¬ 
ken to us, to call my team.”

Fight to save bus route to Merry Hill

RESIDENTS are angry that a 
bus service is to be scrapped over 
claims that not enough people are 
using it. 

The 282 Diamond bus service 
runs from Merry Hill shopping 
centre to Gornal Wood via Dudley 
Wood. 

Bosses from Transport for West 
Midlands argue the service can no 
longer be run due to commercial 
reasons. They say they have been 
subsidising it for years and now 
the number of people using it has 


dropped below the minimum num¬ 
ber. But the move has sparked an 
outcry from those who use the bus. 

Councillor Bryan Cotterill, who 
represents the Quarry Bank and 
Dudley Wood ward, says the loss 
of the service will leave residents 
feeling isolated. 

Angry residents seeking to save 
the route gathered outside of the 
children’s centre in Woodland Av¬ 
enue, Quarry Bank, earlier this 
week to protest at its removal. 

Councillor Cotterill said: “It’s 


elderly people that are primarily 
affected. There is one lady who is 
gone 90 and her husband is in care. 
She relies on this bus to see him 
every day. To be told that instead 
you’ve got to get a taxi, that’s very 
expensive when you are just on a 
pension. It is leaving people iso¬ 
lated.” 

A Transport for West Midlands 
spokesman said: “For those pas¬ 
sengers who have limited mobility 
the Ring and Ride service may be a 
suitable alternative.” 


Club to 


bigger 

HALESOWEN Members Club is 
to be demolished so that Lidl on 
Hagley Road can extend its su¬ 
permarket car park. 

The plans to demolish the club were 
approved at Dudley Council’s develop¬ 
ment control committee on Monday 
after a vote. 

The demolition is going ahead despite 
concerns over the loss of the venue, which 
dates back to the 1950s, as well as worries 
over increased congestion on Hagley Road. 

The approved application follows a pre¬ 
vious failed attempt by the supermarket to 
increase the car park capacity by 75 spaces, 
refused in February. The proposals were 
amended, with a new application asking 
instead for 57 parking spaces to be created. 

The applicants changed the design of the 
access to address concerns over whether it 
could deal with increased traffic, and added 
a pedestrian refuge. 

There was praise for the applicants from 
committee member Councillor David Stan¬ 
ley, who said: “I am very pleased with Lidl. 

They haven’t gone to appeal, they have 
gone back to work on the plans.” 

Traffic 

Addressing committee members, ward 
Councillor Simon Phipps warned that the 
modifications had not solved the problems. 

“It will have no effect on the traffic how 
where it really matters,” he said. “The car 
park is used by many people for free park¬ 
ing to get into town.” 

He also regretted the loss of the venue. 

He said: “The members club has been a fix¬ 
ture in Halesowen for many years, used as 
a meeting place and more.” 

Bosses at the club, which was formerly 
known as the Halesowen Labour Club, 
were left stunned when the first applica¬ 
tion was lodged in October, stating that 
they had known nothing about the plans. 

The applicants stated: “The existing 
club is no longer viable and despite recent 
investment is making a loss. The current 
owners are therefore looking to dispose of 
the site.” 

Chairing the committee, Councillor Ki- 
eran Casey, said: “It is a shame that the 
members club has got to the stage that it 
is in.” 

It was approved by a majority of the 
planning committee after a vote. 


Safety alert 
after chlorine 
leak from 
plating unit 

CHLORINE gas was found leaking 
from a cylinder at a Black Country firm, 
sparking an alert for neighbours to stay 
indoors, keeping windows and doors 
shut. 

The leak happened at Cradley Plating 
Company unit on Woods Lane, Cradley 
Heath on Saturday. 

Neighbours were advised to stay at 
home and keep their windows and doors 
closed as investigations were carried out. 

Haden Cross firefighters attended, in¬ 
cluding a special team. They found that 
there was one cylinder in ‘a corroded 
state’ which was leaking chlorine gas. 
That was close to three others in a sim¬ 
ilar state. 

Firefighters were alerted to the leak at 
about 6.19pm on Saturday and remained 
there until 1.30am on Sunday, along 
with police officers, and carried out ex¬ 
tensive tests to ensure the chemical leak 
had been contained. 

Emergency services were called after a 
member of the public reported ‘a bleachy 
smell’ in the air. No one was injured and 
the spokesman said much of the time 
was spent making the location safe. 

Cradley Plating Company staff were 
also told by firefighters not to enter the 
building as investigations took place and 
experts were called. 

A Cradley Heath and Old Hill coun¬ 
cillor on Sandwell Council, Councillor 
Caroline White, said that it had been 
‘worrying’ for residents. 

In April 2009, 48 people were taken to 
hospital after a chlorine incident at the 
now demolished Coseley Baths. 

Football match 
attack Is denied 

A MAN has denied wounding another 
in an attack during a children’s football 
match in Halesowen. 

Nahad Yafai, of Parkside Road, Colley 
Gate, Halesowen, appeared at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court where he pleaded 
not guilty to a charge of wounding with 
intent. 

The incident allegedly happened dur¬ 
ing an under-14s football game between 
Halesowen Town Colts and Halesowen 
Harriers, being held at Newfield Park, 
in Whittingham Road, Halesowen, on 
March 20 this year. 

The 53-year-old defendant was 
granted conditional bail until his trial 
takes place. 

A date has yet to be set for the trial.

Concern as no organs donated for a year 


A CONSULTANT has said it is disappointing how 
few organ donations have taken place at the Dudley 
Group NHS Foundation Trust. 

For the first time in seven years, in the year up 
until March 31, 2016 there were no organ donations 
in Dudley. 

Presenting these figures to the Trust’s board, 
clinical lead for organ donation and intensive care 
consultant Dr Julian Sonksen said: “In terms of do¬ 
nors and patients transplanted as a result of organ 
treatment from our hospital, unfortunately for the 
first time in seven years there haven’t been any 
made here.” 

Speaking following the meeting, Dr Sonksen 
added that while there were no donations in the 


last financial year, since April five organs have been 
donated from two patients. 

He said that the size of Russells Hall Hospital 
meant that the annual donation rate was typically 
in single figures. 

He said: “Donations are rare at our a hospital of 
our size. On average we only see between one to four 
donations in a year.’’But there has been an increase 
in the number of people on the organ donation 
register in Dudley borough. At the end of the year 
March 31 2016 there was 72,357 people on the list 
compared with 57,135 by March 31 2012. 

Dr Sonksen is optimistic after seeing an increase 
in the number of those on the organ donation regis¬ 
ter in the Dudley borough. 


One of the issues concerns the number of staff 
trained in this particular field. According to Dr 
Sonksen there are currently only two who cover 
the Black Country, based at New Cross Hospital, al¬ 
though a third is also currently undergoing training. 

“We are in talks to make sure that a specialist 
nurse has a presence on our site for at least part 
of the week,” he said. Currently they don’t have a 
named nurse on site for organ donations. 

Previous steps taken by the Trust to try to in¬ 
crease organ donations, and raise awareness of 
those who have made that life-saving bequest, in¬ 
clude ‘The Gift of Life’ sculpture unveiled at the 
hospital in 2014. The Trust is working with ethnic 
minority groups to raise awareness. 


£20111 temporary staff 
bill at hospital trust 


MORE than £20 million was spent 
on temporary staff by the health 
trust which runs Dudley’s Russells 
Hall Hospital in just one year. 

The outlay covered nurses, health pro¬ 
fessionals and administration workers 
who were brought in to the Dudley Group 
NHS Foundation on a short-term basis 
during 2015. 

The figures range from January to Decem¬ 
ber 2015 to December and were revealed after 
a Freedom of Information request. 

Out of the £20.518m that was spent on the 
temporary staffing around 18 per cent of that 
was for agency nursing, with 0.5 per cent of 
that on unqualified nurses. 

Just more than four per cent of the spend 
was on agency administration staff and 5.8 per 
cent on agency allied health professionals, who 
range from physiotherapists to occupational 
therapists and district nurses. 

UKIP Councillor Paul Brothwood spoke of 
his disgust at the spend. He said: “It is totally 
unacceptable and alarming. 

“The bottom line is we cannot afford this. If 
we look at the debts of the NHS then its been 
far too long that we have been selling off our 
public services. We need to keep the NHS going 
strong and take care of our front line services.” 

In June this year bosses said they were re¬ 
viewing the positions of temporary staff, those 
on fixed-term contracts, and bank and agency 
workers. 

Safety 

Dr Paul Harrison, acting chief executive of 
Dudley Group NHS Foundation Trust, said: 
“We are committed to ensuring all our patients 
receive the best possible care and so patient 
safety is always an absolute priority. 

“We always try and cover vacant shifts first 
from our own staff bank before employing 
agency staff, but we make no apologies for 
making sure our services are safe. 

“To make sure patients are safe and cared 
for by appropriately skilled staff at all times, 
we use agency staff to cover staff shortages. 

“The main reason for agency spend is the 
high number of unfilled vacancies due the na¬ 
tional shortage of many health professionals 
including registered nurses and allied health 
professionals such as speech and language 
therapists and radiographers. Our use of 
agency staff will obviously reduce once we are 
able to fill these posts.”

'Ruthless' conwoman 
locked up for fraud 


A GRANDMOTHER who fleeced more than 
£35,000 from a ‘vulnerable’ pensioner is 
starting a 27-month prison sentence. 

Julia Brennan was also part of a £17,300 fraud on the 
same victim carried out with her younger brother Timo¬ 
thy Hale, a 56-year-old builder. He was jailed at an earlier 
hearing, while she was remanded on bail for pre-sentence 
and psychiatric reports. 

Hale targeted Ken Morris while managing the construc¬ 


tion of a £30,000 garage at 
the home of the 71-year-old, 
who is hard of hearing and 
has failing sight. 

The victim had a long 
standing resentment over 
his failure to get his money 
back after spending £19,500 
on a Mercedes that turned 
out to be stolen. He was 
awarded compensation and 
even had a charge on the 
home of the seller but had 
not received a penny 10 
years later. 

He explained the situa¬ 
tion to Hale who - realising 
that his unmarried client 
was wealthy - offered to get 
him a solicitor for £17,300 
back in 2012, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court heard. 

Mr Morris told the jury 
during a trial of the pair 
that he was given the im¬ 
pression that Brennan - 
who had no legal training at 
all - was the ‘lawyer’. The 
victim gave her a fee in two 
instalments while her co-de¬ 
fendant found a legitimate 
solicitor to do the work at a 
cost of £3,925. 

Hale pocketed the differ¬ 
ence with a further £3,000 
collected in 2014 by pre-

tending it was needed to 
evict the man who sold the 
Mercedes. He had already 
moved. 

Brennan, 58, took over 
£35,000 more cash from Mr 
Morris in a six-month pe¬ 
riod, as a ‘loan’ that would 
be repaid from damages she 
expected for a dog bite. He 
did not get a penny. 

Both defendants were 
found guilty in the £17,300 
‘solicitor’ fraud, while Bren¬ 
nan was further convicted 
in relation to the ‘loan’ 
deception. Hale was sepa¬ 
rately found guilty of the 
£3,000 ‘eviction’ swindle. 
All charges had been denied. 

Recorder John Edwards 
when sentencing Brennan, 
from Cockshed Lane, Hale¬ 
sowen, who had 27 previous 
convictions involving 60 
separate offences, told her: 
“Both you and your brother 
embarked on a ruthless ex¬ 
ploitation of Mr Morris.” 

Hale, of Farm Road, Row- 
ley Regis, was jailed for 30 
months at the earlier hear¬ 
ing. 


Zoo wildcat Bart dies at 22

DUDLEY Zoo’s oldest cat - 
22-year-old Bart - has died. 

The Geoffroy’s Cat, the 
oldest one of his species in 
Europe, was put to sleep by 
keepers following consulta¬ 
tion with the zoo’s veteri¬ 
nary team. 

The decision was made 
after the wildcat’s health 
took a turn for the worse. 

Bosses at Dudley Zoo said 
the captive wildcat, native 
to South America, had Dud¬ 
ley Zoo as his home since the 
late 1990s. 

They said that Bart, who 
had outlived the typical life 
expectancy for his species 
in the wild, would be sadly 
missed. 

Curator Richard Brown, 
said: “Bart had surpassed 
the life expectancy of a cap¬ 
tive wild cat by more than 
two years and he was even 
the oldest one of his species 
in Europe. But he was show¬ 
ing his old age, so the deci¬ 
sion was the kindest thing 
for him. 

“He’s been here for 17 
years, so he’ll be missed. He 
was quite a character.” 

Geoffroy’s cats are the 
size of a domestic cat and 
are found in the southern 
and central regions of South 
America.The life expectancy 
of the species in the wild is 
approximately 18 years. 


Schemes 
helping 
elderly 
face axe 

CASH-STRAPPED Dudley 
Council has pulled the plug 
on funding for 16 supported 
living schemes across the 
borough - saving a total of 
£263,000. 

The cost-cutting plans 
mean hundreds of elderly 
residents will now have to 
fork out for the service. 

This is the latest in a 
swathe of cost-saving meas¬ 
ures by the borough coun¬ 
cil, which bosses say faces 
unprecedented austerity 
following Government 
funding cuts. But opposition 
councillors have criticised 
the measures for targetting 
front line services and the 
wrong areas. 

The supported living 
scheme helps elderly peo¬ 
ple to live at home inde¬ 
pendently and funds a 
scheme manager to assist 
them. Among the schemes 
affected are those run by 
housing provider Stonewa- 
ter, which has four housing 
schemes in the borough. 
Dudley Council will save 
£53,000 by making cuts to 
those four schemes alone, 
affecting 167 residents. 
Residents could face paying 
£9.38 per week. 

Adult social care boss 
Councillor Qada Zada said: 
“This is very much in line 
with charging for support 
offered by supported living 
schemes nationally.” 

Conservative leader 
Councillor Patrick Harley 
said they should look at re¬ 
ducing the £11 million bill 
for Information Technology 
and Human Resources.

Activity base 
for over-50s 
closing down 

A POPULAR activity centre for the 
elderly will close its doors at the end 
of December due to lack of funding. 

The Age UK Springboard activ¬ 
ity centre based at The Waterfront, 
Brierley Hill, had £300,000 of its 
funding cut by Dudley Council in 
July. Now up to 700 clients will lose 
access to a variety of activities includ¬ 
ing exercise classes, ballroom dancing, 
arts and crafts and photography. 

Devastated staff say that they are 
‘concerned’ for their huge client base 
who visit and benefit from the pro¬ 
ject’s activities each week. 

Alison Pugh, acting Springboard 
co-ordinator, said: “It is with great 
sadness that Springboard, a much¬ 
loved service has to close. 

“Springboard has made a huge pos¬ 
itive impact on people’s health and 
wellbeing in Dudley borough in its 
various forms since 2003.The time, 
commitment and dedication involved 
to build this success story should not 
be underestimated and sadly the clo¬ 
sure will affect a lot of older people 
resident in the borough.” 

The centre had received funding 
from The National Lottery for the 
past six years but saw its latest appli¬ 
cation refused earlier this year. 

The centre has 53 staff and more 
than 300 volunteers who run various 
health and wellbeing activities for 
those aged 50 to 100.

This 
week he, his son Arran and three oth¬ 
ers are climbing Mount Kilimanjaro in 
aid of Promise Dreams, having already 
collected £50,000.

More than £4k 
bill for shop 
sale fraudster 

A SHOPKEEPER who conned a po¬ 
tential buyer of his business out of 
thousands of pounds has been or¬ 
dered to carry out unpaid work and 
pay all of the money back. 

Santok Singh Bahia, 53, tricked the 
money out of the person wanting to 
buy his shop GK News in Nimmings 
Road, Halesowen. 

Wolverhampton magistrates heard 
how Bahia advertised the shop for 
sale in February 2014. A prospective 
buyer responded to the advert and a 
sale was agreed between them. Bahia, 
of Dog Kennel Lane, Oldbury, took 
a deposit of £2,000 but failed to pro¬ 
gress the sale and refused to return 
the deposit. He was found guilty of 
theft, fraud by false representation 
and of acquiring, using or possessing 
criminal property. He was ordered to 
carry out 180 hours unpaid work, has 
to repay the victim £2,000, costs of 
£2,000 and £60 victim surcharge.

Tax claims 
on health 
company 
sicken me 

THE chances are that when you visit your 
GP, you do not give too much thought 
to the nationality of the company which 
runs the practice, still less its tax affairs. 
As long as the doctor makes you better, 
the admin side is not your concern. 

Even so, it must surely come as a bit 
of a surprise to the thousands of Black 
Country patients who this week discov¬ 
ered thanks to some excellent investi¬ 
gative reporting from the BBC’s health 
correspondent Michele Paduano that 
Mailing Health, which runs surgeries in 
Dudley, Sandwell and Wolverhampton, is 
owned by a parent company in the Ba¬ 
hamas. 

Even more controversial is the reve¬ 
lation that the NHS contractor has been 
using taxpayers’ money to pay 20 per 
cent interest on a loan from the said par¬ 
ent company in the sun-kissed tax haven. 
As a general rule, I think people are too 
keen to get on their high-horse about tax 
avoidance. Most of us pay as little tax as 
possible, given the chance. It is why we 
take out Isas and ask our financial advi¬ 
sors about ‘tax efficient’ investments. 

However, at a time when we are con¬ 
stantly told how NHS resources are under 
pressure, can it really be right that doc¬ 
tors’ surgeries are sending NHS money 
abroad? If they really need to borrow 
money, which I suspect they don’t, their 
high-street bank will loan it at a fifth of 
that rate. GP services are supposed to be 
about caring for patients, not playing city 
whizzkids.

WITHIN hours of claiming the weak 
pound was forcing it to increase the price 
of Marmite, the Unilever conglomerate 
backed down under pressure from Tesco. 

Given that Marmite is made from a 
yeast by-product of breweries in Staf¬ 
fordshire, it is hard to see how currency 
fluctuations had much of an impact.

It’s a change of art 
as group hits 100 

Exhibition is back by popular demand and for 
the first time with a theme - metamorphosis, 
as reporter CARL JACKSON explains 


DOZENS of artworks have gone on display in Wolver¬ 
hampton including an exhibition dedicated to change. 

Wolverhampton Society of Artists has held one show once 
every 12 months throughout its 100 years but it is returning to 
the art gallery on Lichfield Street for the second time in 2016 by 
popular demand, such was the success of the first display 

Seventy pieces are on show and will be available to view until Novem¬ 
ber 13. 

As well as the usual array of different works from members, the group 
has taken the opportunity to hold its first themed exhibition which is 
inspired by metamorphosis - the process of dramatic change or trans¬ 
formation. 

The idea was the brainchild of the society’s resident professional snap¬ 
per Chris Manley. 

Digital 

Society member Carol Widenbar said: “We have one section on meta¬ 
morphosis alongside the usual collection of works from members. It is a 
new idea this year to have a theme. 

“There are one or two digital artworks for the first time. Although we 
are an old and established society we are trying to get ourselves into the 
21st century. 

“So our professional photographer Chris had the idea that because this 
was the first time we were embracing the digital form and the first time 
we were having a theme, that it should be around the reflection of change 
which or course is metamorphosis. The digital artworks are all original 
which have involved a computer in some way. We have not accepted pho¬ 
tographs as that exists as another form.” 

The works were all submitted anonymously. Among those to look out 
for includes Ms Widenber’s ceramic rhinoceros which she said was an

Another work sure to catch the eye is Sarah Stokes’ Through the Look¬ 
ing Glass which uses oil on glass to depict an eye. Visitors should also look 
out for Julia Timmins’ Guineafowl wood carving.

Such fi¬ 
nancial off-loading by the council will 
inevitably impact on the employment 
of teaching staff and academic stand¬ 
ards - schools have not the budget to 
pay for crossing patrols.”

Burglar traced 
by jumper left 
at crime scene 

A ROMANIAN who burgled an elder¬ 
ly couple’s bungalow while they slept 
claimed he was talked into it. 

Adrian Lacatus and at least one 
other broke into the pensioners’ 
Stourbridge home in the early hours 
of February 10. They stole items in¬ 
cluding an iPhone, a Samsung mo¬ 
bile and a sat-nav before fleeing after 
being disturbed by the husband. 

The 24-year-old admitted the bur¬ 
glary after a jumper he left at the 
bungalow was recovered by police who 
were able to match it with his DNA. 

Mr Jamie Scott, defending, said: 
“My client states the offence was his 
friend’s idea. Mr Lacatus was drunk 
at the time and, while that should be 
quite properly treated as an aggra¬ 
vating feature, the fact he was drunk 
supported his suggestion that his 
friend perhaps took advantage of him. 

“It is supported further by the fact 
that the goods taken were retained 
entirely by my client’s friend, who 
very shortly afterwards returned to 
Romania. My client drew absolutely 
no benefit from this offence at all.” 

The court heard the couple, aged 
70 and 69 , had been asleep when the 
burglars entered through a window 
at around 2am. They said they had 
suffered physical and mental distress. 

Lacatus, of High Street, Lye, was 
jailed for 28 months at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court.

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Don't live in fear, says 
chief after stabbings

A POLICE chief in Dudley has 
urged residents not to live in 
fear as a killer went on the 
run after the borough was 
hit by three stabbings in just 
eight days. 

A 24-year-old man died from 
stab wounds after being knifed on 
Brierley Hill High Street on Sat¬ 
urday. 

Yesterday (Wednesday) police 
named him as Mansoor Mahmood 
and revealed that 
they believe he 
knew his killer. 

A murder 
probe has been 
launched with po¬ 
lice still trying to 
trace the attacker 
as The Chronicle 
went to Press. 

Superinten¬ 
dent Phil Dolby 
told residents: 
“My message to 
the public is that 
I don’t want any¬ 
body to be in fear 
of living in the 
great borough of 
Dudley. 

Safe 

“It is a genuine pleasure to work in 
Dudley and if people feel afraid then 
it’s our job to help make them feel 
safe.” 

Mr Mahmood was attacked at 
around 4.45pm on Saturday. He later 
died in hospital. 

Detective Inspector Harry Harri¬ 
son, of West Midlands Police homi¬ 
cide team, said: “We are still piecing 
together the circumstances of Mr 
Mahmood’s death but strongly suspect 
this was a targeted attack and the two 
people involved may have known each 
other. 

“We have spoken to some witnesses 
already but I’m sure there are many 
more people who saw what happened, 


or saw the offender running away. If 
you saw anything - regardless of how 
insignificant you think it may be - and 
have not yet spoken to us, I would ask 
you to give me a call.” 

Dudley South MP Mike Wood called 
for the community to work together to 
help track down the culprits. 

“This is absolutely shocking - par¬ 
ticularly with it being in broad day¬ 
light and in the town centre,” he said. 

Ahmad Sherzad was serving cus¬ 
tomers when the bleeding victim 
stumbled into the Dixi Chicken diner 
on High Street. 

Mr Sherzad, 20, said: “He came up 


to counter and said ‘help me’ before 
fainting on to the floor. I called an am¬ 
bulance.” 

Police sealed off the High Street and 
a nearby wooded area as forensics ex¬ 
perts looked for evidence. A police tent 
was erected at the scene of the crime. 

The attack was the third stabbing 
in eight days in Dudley borough. A 
22-year-old man was stabbed in Lower 
Gornal on October 8 and an 18-year- 
old man was stabbed in Sedgley the 
following day. Both victims are recov¬ 
ering.

DUDLEY Council paid out just over £3,000 in 
in 12 months as a result of pothole damage 
to vehicles. 

The authority received 66 claims in 2015-16 and 
was forced to shell out £3,170 in compensation - the 
lowest figure in the Black Country and Stafford¬ 
shire. 


It was ranked 105th of 
152 councils across the 
country, according to figures 
released by the RAC Foun¬ 
dation. 

The council’s 2015-16 
compensation payout was 
well down on the previous 
year’s of £12,390. 

Walsall received 61 
claims and paid out £4,891; 
Sandwell 107 claims, paying 
out £10,862; and Wolver¬ 
hampton 67 claims with a 
total paid out of £7,066.

Staffordshire County 
Council was ranked the sev¬ 
enth worst council across 
the country - shelling out 
£34,628 after receiving 817 
claims. 

Dudley’s environment 
boss Councillor Hilary Bills, 
said the authority had car¬ 
ried out work in the past 
year after receiving a £9 


million pot of cash from the 
Government’s Challenge 
Fund. 

She said: “We got the 
funding and tried to do as 
much as possible to fill in 
potholes and are still doing 
so. I’m delighted that the 
hard work of those who 
put in the bid has been re¬ 
warded.” 

This year the Black Coun¬ 
try and Staffordshire will 
get £1.5m to fill potholes. 

Analysis by the RAC 
Foundation found the av¬ 
erage value of a claim was 
£432, though the average 
value of a successful claim 
was lower at £306. 

The only authority in 
Great Britain to receive 
no claims for vehicle dam¬ 
age caused by potholes in 
2015/16 was the Isles of 
Stilly.

As well as illustrating the range of 
factories involved in supplying Brit¬ 
ish and other armed forces, the dis¬ 
play aims to highlight social changes 
brought about by war - including 
many more women joining the work¬ 
force. 

Modified 

Boulton Paul was an aircraft man¬ 
ufacturer that began in 1914 in Nor¬ 
wich and moved to Wolverhampton. It 
lasted until 1961. The company mainly 
built and modified aircraft for other 
manufacturers but had a few notable 
designs of its own, such as the Defiant. 

Guy Motors was a Wolverhamp¬ 
ton-based vehicle manufacturer that 


produced cars, lorries, buses and trol¬ 
leybuses. 

As early as 1923 Guy Motors was 
working on military vehicles, and by 
1928 the company was making a six¬ 
wheeled armoured car for the Indian 
Government. In the late 1930s Guys 
was heavily involved in the production 
of lorries and gun tractors for the Brit¬ 
ish Army. Guy armoured cars were 
considered of such quality that they 
were used for the protection of the 
Royal Family and Winston Churchill. 

The Goodyear Tyre & Rubber Com¬ 
pany arrived in Wolverhampton in 
1927. By the end of 1940 the company 
was Britain’s second largest producer 
of aircraft tyres. 

Joseph Sankey & Sons were a Bil- 
ston-based firm that produced steel 
helmets at their Albert Works in 
World War One, helping to save many 
lives. Sankeys no longer exists in Bil¬ 
ston. The Morrisons superstore now 
stands on part of the old site.

Hundreds of jobs 
axed at diner chain 

NEARLY 400 jobs will be cut across Ed’s 
Easy Diner restaurants after the brand was 
bought out by an arm of the food empire 
run by Black Country ‘chicken king’ Ranjit 
Boparan. 

Giraffe Concepts, which is owned by 
Boparan Restaurant Holdings, will close 
about half of the Ed’s Easy Diner locations 
across the UK and slash 379 jobs as part of 
a pre-packaged administration sale. But the 
chain’s branches in Birmingham and the 
Black Country are not included in the cuts. 

The American diner-themed chain has 
been struggling. A total of 26 of the existing 
59 restaurants have closed with immediate 
effect, including one in Redditch. 

The 33 that are continuing to operate 
include one at intu Merry Hill and four 
in Birmingham, including the Bull Ring 
branches. Rob Croxen, partner at admin¬ 
istrator KPMG, said: “Our immediate pri¬ 
ority will be to liaise with those employees 
who have been affected by redundancy.”

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Mentally ill people 'need 
special support not A&E'

MENTALLY ill patients who 
dial 999 are being taken to 
A&E instead of getting psy¬ 
chological support, a mental 
health specialist has said. 

Not only is Leanne Chapman a 
sergeant with West Midlands po¬ 
lice, she is also a member of the 
mental health triage team, a part¬ 
nership between the force, West 
Midlands Ambulance Service, and 
mental health colleagues. 

The triage team operates a car with 
a police officer, mental health nurse 
and paramedic, who respond to 999 
calls involving people who are suffer¬ 
ing from an emergency related to their 
mental health. 

However the triage is only on-call 
at certain times during the week, 
which means that when a mentally ill 
patient calls the emergency number 
outside these hours they are again put 
through to either the police, fire or am¬ 
bulance service.

As a result, those who have no phys¬ 
ical injuries but are suffering mentally 
are being taken to A&E only to be sent 
home again. 

Sergeant Chapman said: “If you are 
psychotic, anxious and really, really 
distressed, and then you are taken to 
A&E, are you getting the right sup¬ 
port? The mental health triage team 
averages 400 cases a month and oper¬ 
ates 10am to 2am, seven days a week, 
and until 3am Friday and Saturday.” 

There are two teams in the Black 
Country, early and late shift, and 
two in the Birmingham and Solihull 
area. But these limited hours fell out¬ 
side when one mental health sufferer 
needed urgent support. Although he 
prefers to remain anonymous, the pa¬ 
tient spoke about his experience. 

“My mental health was deterio-

rating and I thought the best thing I 
could do was to get help. I phoned 999 
but the operator didn’t know what I 
was talking about. The more questions 
they were asking the more frustrated 
I was getting. They were asking me 
things that weren’t helpful,” he said. 

Desperate for help, he ended up 
speaking to the fire, ambulance and 
police, with the latter actually attend¬ 
ing before he was taken to A&E. 

“I didn’t think that was the best 
place for me because I didn’t have any 
physical injuries,” he said. After four 


hours in the emergency unit he was 
simply sent back home. 

Sergeant Chapman said: “It was 
really interesting to hear the differ¬ 
ent approaches that the services had. 
The ambulance service went through 
a check-list of questions that they need 
to ask, and that was infuriating him, 
being asked if he had problems breath¬ 
ing and chest pains.” 

A WMAS spokesman said: ““The 
Trust would welcome additional fund¬ 
ing to provide 24/7 cover of the triage 
teams.”

MP critical of 
sprinkler move 

DUDLEY North MP Ian Austin has crit¬ 
icised a Government proposal to scrap 
sprinklers in schools. 

New proposals from the Department for 
Education suggest ending a commitment to 
fitting sprinklers in all new schools. 

The Fire Brigades Union and the West 
Midlands Fire Service want the Govern¬ 
ment to ensure sprinklers are installed in 
more high-risk buildings. 

Mr Austin has written to the Education 
Secretary Justine Greening urging her to 
keep regulations in place so all new schools 
carry sprinklers. 

He said: “No one wants unnecessary 
red tape but these rules are about protect¬ 
ing children. There’s no reason why new 
schools shouldn’t be equipped with sprin¬ 
klers to help protect children in the event 
of a fire. I have written to the Education 
Secretary Justine Greening urging her to 
use common sense and keep these regula¬ 
tions in place.” 


Pub landlady sent to prison 
over speeding offence lies 


A LYING pub landlady has 
been jailed after trying to con 
police over a string of speed¬ 
ing offences. 

Samantha Keegan’s Audi was 
clocked in May, July and Septem¬ 
ber last year topping 30mph lim¬ 
its but on each occasion claimed 
her A4 was parked on her drive¬ 
way at the time of the offences. 

The 33-year-old suggested speed 
cameras had caught another blue Audi 
running on cloned plates. 

To support her lies Keegan was 
said to have put stickers - including a 


Union Jack flag and a GB disc - on the 
rear bumper and window of her car 
in an attempt to try and alter its ap¬ 
pearance. However, the car was seized 
by West Midlands Police following 
information it was used in a robbery 
on October 31 last year when £7,000 
in takings was stolen from the Holly 
Bush Inn on Penn Road, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, where Keegan worked. 

Camera 

Keegan, who also ran the Claren¬ 
don in Chapel Ash and Meadow Lark 
in Dudley, was cleared of involvement 
in that but examination of the car 
showed tell-tale details that matched 


the images caught by speed cameras. 

She claimed her ex-husband put the 
stickers on the car and then claimed 
not to remember his name. When of¬ 
ficers checked Keegan’s phone they 
found text messages to her new part¬ 
ner. One read: “I can’t keep blagging 
my way out of these, I could end up in 
serious trouble.” 

She told officers her car was outside 
her new Dorset address on September 
22 when it was clocked at 37mph along 
Stow Heath Lane in Wolverhampton. 

She eventually admitted perverting 
the course of justice. A judge at Bir¬ 
mingham Crown Court jailed her for 
eight months.

BBC Good Food magazine has 
unveiled the 21 must-know skills 
for modern foodies - and every¬ 
body’s talking about them. 

Here we take a quick look at some of 
our favourites: 

QUICK FRIDGE PICKLES 

Ready to eat in a couple of hours, and 
great for digestive health, these couldn’t be 
simpler. You’ll probably already have most 
of the ingredients you need: salt, sugar, 
cider vinegar and a couple of aromatics, 
such as mustard seeds, Sichuan pepper¬ 
corns and bay leaves. Mix five parts vinegar 
to one part sugar, plus a pinch of salt, and 
heat in a saucepan with the aromatics until 
the sugar has dissolved. Once cool, pour the 
pickling liquid over your chosen veg in a 
sterilised jar, seal and chill. They will keep 
for a week in the fridge. 

DEEP-FRIED AVOCADO 

Great with a beer, and even better as a 
veggie substitute for fish tacos, this is a 
brilliant way to use avocados that refuse to 
ripen. Mix 150g flour with half a teaspoon 
of baking powder, half a teaspoon of ground 
turmeric, a pinch of cayenne and some sea¬ 
soning, then whisk in 230ml of lager. Slice 
two avocados into eight (16 slices in total). 
Season well, dip them in batter, then deep- 
fry at 180C for around three minutes, until 
golden. 

THE ON-TREND DIP 

In a food processor, whizz 200g of feta 
with 200g of thick Greek yogurt and four 
tablespoons of olive oil until smooth, then 
chill. Add herbs, toasted chopped nuts or 
dried fruit. Serve with veg sticks and flat- 
bread. 

THE NEW NEGRONI... 

...Is the sbagliato (which means ‘gone 
wrong’). Use sparkling rose in place of gin. 
Add 25ml of Campari to 100ml of sparkling 
rose, one tablespoon of vermouth, loads of 
crushed ice and a slice of orange. For extra 
flavour, rub the rim of your glass with a 
strip of orange peel, squeezing to release 
the oils. 

VIBRANT VEGAN PESTO 

A good pesto is all about great colour, 
taste and texture. The healthier option 
leaves out the Parmesan, so to achieve the 
umami hit, add one tablespoon of nutri¬ 
tional yeast (available at ocado.com) for a 
salty, savoury kick. A garlic clove and some 
good olive oil adds extra flavour. These com¬ 
binations are our favourites: 

1. Large handful of kale and small hand¬ 
ful pumpkin seeds. 

2. Two roasted yellow peppers, one tea¬ 
spoon of turmeric and handful toasted mac- 
adamia nuts. 

3. Small handfuls of parsley, mint and 
toasted pistachios. 

PERFECT POLENTA 

Polenta is a comfort food and a good al¬ 
ternative to mash, so make sure it’s rich 
and creamy. Add milk - roughly 200ml to 
every 600ml water. Be generous with the 
salt (at least two teaspoons per 150g of po¬ 
lenta), and the butter too - no skimping! 
SUPER-SMOOTH HOUMOUS 

Tip the chickpeas into a big bowl, cover 


with cold water, then lift them out of the 
water and rub them between your palms to 
remove the skins. Lower your hands into 
the water - the skins should float to the 
surface and the chickpeas sink. Discard the 
skins and make your houmous as normal. 

BALANCED GRAIN BOWLS 

Whether you call them grain, nourish 
or Buddha bowls, the idea is that half of it 
is filled with veg, one-quarter is made up 
of grains and one-quarter protein, such as 
chickpeas, roast chicken or feta. Make sure 
your dressing is zingy - lime, harissa and 
honey works well - and that there’s plenty 


of texture. Reserve a few chickpeas to roast 
in spices for the topping, or fry some seeds 
in a little soy sauce for a savoury hit. 
CRACKING COURGETTI 
Don’t pre-cook courgetti as you would 
spaghetti - drop the courgetti directly into 
your hot pasta sauce and toss together until 
it has just softened, but retains a little bite. 
EGG-FREE MAYO 
Don’t throw away your aquafaba (chick¬ 
pea water) when you drain the can. Put 
three tablespoons of chickpea water, one 
heaped teaspoon of Dijon mustard, half a 
garlic clove, a generous squeeze of lemon 


juice and 150ml of light flavoured oil, such 
as grapeseed, into a high-sided jar or bowl. 
Use a stick blender to blend to an emulsion 
- this will make around 300ml. Chill until 
required. 

DAIRY-FREE CREAM 

For a dairy-free substitute for whipped 
cream, put stabilizer-free coconut milk 
(check the label) in the fridge for at least 
eight hours - once the cream has become 
solid, scoop off the thick top layer and beat 
with an electric whisk for a few minutes 
until you have lovely soft peaks. Add a bit 
of icing sugar to sweeten it, if you like. 


Keep germs 
off the menu 
for school 
lunchboxes 

It’s back to school for millions of 
children across the country and 
loving parents are packing them 
off with lunch boxes full of good¬ 
ness. However, new research sug¬ 
gests they could unknowingly be 
packing them full of harmful bac¬ 
teria too. ELLA WALKER reports. 

NEARLY three quarters (73 per cent) of fabric lunch 
boxes tested were found to contain mould counts of up 
to 950 colony forming units (CFU) per 10 cm squared, 
according to the latest research by e-cloth. 

If left these could continue 
to spore, causing health prob¬ 
lems such as itchy eyes, mi¬ 
graines, eczema, coughs and 
asthma as well as aspergillo¬ 
sis; a more serious condition 
that can affect those with 
weakened immune systems. 

More alarming however was 
the presence of Staphylococci 
(20 per cent), in particular, 

Staphylococcus Aureus (580 
CFU in one case) and Entero¬ 
cocci (20 per cent) - bacteria 
that is usually found inside 
our bodies rather than on 
food. 

Staphylococci is common and around 1 in 3 people 
carry the bacteria harmlessly. Similarly, Enterococci 
are normally found in a person’s gut or bowel without 
causing a problem. However, the NHS warn that eat¬ 
ing food contaminated with either of these bacteria can 
lead to serious cases of food poisoning. 

These bacteria are often found on frequently use 
surfaces (such as door handles, toilet flushes, desk 
and kitchen surfaces), which have been touched by 
unwashed hands, particularly following bathroom use. 

The tests also found that Yeast was present in over 
two thirds (66 per cent) of lunch boxes tested, and high 
counts of up to 920 CFU of Enterobacteriaceae were 
also found hiding under our ham sandwiches. 

Laurence Smith, commercial director of e-cloth said: 
“The high volumes of non food-borne bacteria suggests 
that we aren’t washing our hands before we pack or eat 
from our lunch boxes. 

“It also shows that we aren’t cleaning them properly 
either, which is allowing mould to spore and bacteria 
to grow.” 

“They might look clean, with their shiny interior, 
and often, all we’ll do is shake 
out the crumbs but there is an 
underworld of invisible germs 
growing that we all need to be 
aware of.” 

Vicki Bates, founder of The 
Green Cleaner, said: 

“Whist it might be alarming 
to discover this bacteria in 
the lunch boxes of our loved 
ones, there is a really simple 
fix to the problem. A thor¬ 
ough clean after every use is 
all that’s needed. I wash my 
son’s lunch bag every evening 
with an e-cloth in hot soapy 
water and leave it to dry naturally overnight. 

“It’s important not to use chemical cleaning sprays 
on anything our children and especially their food 
touches. There is lots of research suggesting these 
sprays are very damaging to our health. The best thing 
to do is keep it natural. If you wouldn’t eat or drink it, 
then my advice is, don’t use it.” 

VICKI’S TIPS FOR A HEALTHY LUNCH BOX 
WASH YOUR HANDS BEFORE YOU EAT - It 
might sound like obvious advice but bacteria can easily 
transfer from our skin onto our food. Soap and water 
is all you need. 

CLEAN AFTER EVERY USE - bacteria and mould 
thrive in this type of environment and will easily 
spread if you don’t remove them. 

USE WHITE VINEGAR - Use neat to naturally dis¬ 
infect your lunchbox or dilute with water. Then just 
wipe clean. 

USE BICARBONATE OF SODA - Sprinkle it into 
your lunchbox and leave overnight - it’s a great deo¬ 
doriser 

DON’T USE THE WASHING MACHINE - Most of 
the fabric lunchboxes will have care instructions on 
them, it’s likely that the thermos layer will get dam¬ 
aged if you put them on a hot wash and there is no 
guarantee that you will have removed all of the germs 
using this method. 

DON’T USE BABY WIPES - Whilst the lunchboxes 
might look clean, these wipes are not designed for re¬ 
moving bacteria. 

DON’T USE A DRY TEA TOWEL / DISH CLOTH - 
It might make your lunch box look clean but all you’re 
doing is moving the bacteria around.

BIEBER fever has taken hold 
in Birmingham where over two 
nights some 30,000 fans of the 
22-year-old pop megastar were 
filling the city centre arena. 

But don’t scream whilst Justin is 
talking. He doesn’t like it. 

“Screaming is obnoxious,” the multi-mil¬ 
lion-album selling Canadian icon of cool 
told the fans on Monday night when his call 
for hush was not fully respected. 

“Do me a favour, relax for a second. Take 
a chill pill,” said the baggy-panted pop 
phenomenon, brow briefly furrowed under 
backward baseball cap. “It doesn’t feel like 
I am being heard.” 

It was one of a couple of odd moments, 
the other being his elongated drum solo 
which seemed strangely out of place in 
such a hi-tech state-of-the-art spectacle of 
a show. And what a show. High definition 
graphics meant it was sometimes hard to 
work out what was real and what was digi¬ 
tal trickery. This was a concert for the Xbox 
One generation. 

Bieber himself popped up and down like 
a jack in the box via various trap doors and 
elevators after appearing first in a perspex 
box scrawling the title of the opening song, 
Mark My Words, on the walls. Then came 
Where Are U Now with Bieber joining his 
team of gymnastic dancers in the jerky, 
semi-robotic dance routine that has become 
his trademark. 

Highlights 

There were 21 songs in his one hour and 
45 minute set, built around an intermission 
that seemed designed to sell more merchan¬ 
dise with a Birmingham only T-shirt avail¬ 
able in the break for £30. Most came from 
latest album Purpose, which gives this 123 
date tour its name. 

But a couple of old favourites got some of 
the biggest cheers, including Boyfriend and 
a revamped version of his breakthrough hit 
Baby. Since he last performed the latter in 
Brum, Bieber has grown up fast, gone bad 
boy and then reformed, gaining millions 
more fans and about 50 tattoos. 

He proved he can sing with an acoustic 
interlude, sat upon a red velvet couch and 
strummed his guitar for a version of Major 
Lazer’s Cold Water and his recent hit Love 
Yourself. 

Other highlights included Company, 
where Bieber and co took off over the arena 
somersaulting on a trampoline, and the 
tick-tock terrific What Do You Mean? 

The vocals were a blend of live and re¬ 
corded, apparent when Bieber lowered the 
mic but his voice carried on. I don’t think 
that bothered the fans at all. They want 
a dancing and singing star and recreating 
the machined-tooled sound of the Purpose 
album leaves no room for gasps. 

He did get briefly philosophical on the 
subject of Purpose, before plugging the 
merch one last time before the encore. 
Sorry, sent fans home happy just after 
11pm. I know his Purpose, to make shed 
loads of money and brilliantly catchy R&B 
flavoured pop songs. He does it very well. 
I’ve seen his fate and I am a Belieber. 

He’s back in the West Midlands to play 
the Genting Arena at the NEC on October 
24 but that’s sold out too.

Bonehead remembers 
being there, even now 


T hey were the biggest 
band on the planet - in 
1996, Oasis had the 
world at their feet. 

They were the acme of rock ’n’ roll. They 
drank champagne, snorted cocaine, hung 
out with supermodels and flicked the finger 
to waiting paparazzi. 

Prime ministers and Hollywood A-lis- 
ters wanted to be their mates. Their two 
Knebworth gigs held 250,000 fans but 
received ticket applications from 2.6 million. 
No band, other than The Beatles during 
the 1960s, had had such a profound effect 
on the nation’s culture and psyche. So 
when Oasis booked Abbey Road Studios 
to record their third album, Be Here Now, 
the stakes could not have been higher. After 
the success of (What’s The Story) Morn¬ 
ing Glory, they had everything to lose and 
nothing to gain. 

At the time of its release, Be Here Now 
was the most popular record of all time. 

It received unanimous and truly amazing 
praise from critics. It shipped 424,000 
copies in the UK on the first day of its 
release and 696,000 by the end of the 
week, making it the fastest-selling album 
in British history. And though history has 
been unkind to the record, re-evaluating 
its artistic merit, it remains a sensationally 
popular record. Lauded as being the most 
effusively praised record since Sgt Pepper’s 
Lonely Hearts Club Band, Be Here Now 
was a unique recording. 

Difficult 

Rhythm guitarist Paul ‘Bonehead’ Arthurs 
recalls: “The sessions were difficult. We’d 
reached the height at that point and we 
couldn’t make a move. Wherever we went, 
there was paparazzi and the whole media 
circus. All eyes were on us.” 

It could have been so different. There 
was a moment, at the start of Be Here Now, 
when Oasis could have exceeded expec¬ 
tation - when they could have justified the 
hype. 

The album is now being remastered and 
reissued in October to commemorate 20 
years since they started to record it. It will 
include the original demos laid down for 
the album, and these are what Bonehead 
remembers fondly. “Noel brought back 
the demos from Mustique,” he reminisces. 
“They were incredible, they weren’t usual 
Noel demos. Normally he’d send them with 
one or two acoustic guitars and a vocal 
and it was great. But he came back from 
Mustique and there were keyboards, bass, 
harmonies - they were fully fledged songs. 

It was really f***ing exciting. 

“And then we were booked into Abbey 
Road, which is iconic. But from there, it 


just went downhill. The papparazi were 
breaking into the studio, looking for drugs, 
looking for a story. I was staying in an 
apartment with Owen, the producer, which 
was next door. We were living and sleeping 
there. But we had to put a disguise on be¬ 
fore going to the shops in the morning.” 

On Definitely Maybe and (What’s The 
Story) Morning Glory, Oasis had been 
able to switch off and focus when it came 
to recording. They were afforded no such 
luxury for Be Here Now. “Our sacred space 
was the studio. 

“No matter how big or small you are, 
you shut the doors and get on with it. But 
the media circus was always in the back of 
our mind. Owen and I were in the apart¬ 
ment next door and it should have been 
incredible. 

“But when I wanted to nip to the pub with 
Owen for a pint I was told I wasn’t allowed. 
We couldn’t do it. We had orders from the 
office. There were paps outside.” 

Scrutiny 

The record was made when the band 
were on the crest of a wave. They had no 
complaints about the fuss and scrutiny that 
surrounded them. They were living out their 
dreams. “It was mind-blowing at the time. It 
all happened so fast,” adds Bonehead. “It’s 
what we lived and breathed and what we 
wanted to do from the start. We wanted it 
more than anyone, we believed more than 
anyone. But poor old Liam would open his 
bedroom curtains and 40 f***ing cameras 
would be snapping away. I think he dealt 
with it admirably. I think he still does.” 

Be Here Now was the definition of 
ambition. While other bands were making 
three-and-a-half-minute Britpop songs, Oa¬ 
sis were recording nine-minute epics like All 
Around The World with 40-piece orchestras. 

“Noel had that song from back at The 
Boardwalk, in Manchester. It could have 
gone on the first album but he said he 
wouldn’t release it until he had a 40-piece 
orchestra. And by the time of Be Here Now, 
we could afford that. Now there’s a man 
with a vision. He knew, even before the first 
album, where he was going. 

Professional 

“You know, the album eventually got 
slagged off. And as the years go by, even 
Noel has slagged it. But I personally love 
it. My Big Mouth, Magic Pie - what great 
tunes.” Drugs were as common as tea, 
though Bonehead tended to steer clear. 

“Yeah, there’s all the drugs. And if Noel 
says he was doing a lot of cocaine then he 
was doing a lot of cocaine. But one thing’s 
for sure, Noel wasn’t snorting 10 minutes 
before he was putting a guitar part down, 
he wasn’t doing it before he went on stage. 
We were too professional for that. I certainly

wasn’t doing cocaine. On a Friday night 
I’d go home to my family while the others 
partied.” 

As a live act, there was no-one better in 
the world. During the mid-to-late-90s Oasis 
were on fire. That meant they never had a 
day off, which led to inevitable problems. 

“There were loads of incidents, Liam 
would be like, ‘f*** this, you can f***ing 
sing, I’m not doing this gig. I’m going to go 
and buy a house’. From day one to Kneb¬ 
worth, it was constant, man. In hindsight, 
maybe we should have taken a break. 

“There should have been time to buy a 
car, have a holiday or buy a house. But we 
didn’t. We kept going and going and going. 
We didn’t complain. But s*** happens on 
tour. 

“Generally you’re big boys and it’s 
forgotten the next morning. I had a good 
relationship with everyone. And I’m closer 
to Liam now than I’ve ever been in my 
life. I always used to say I was the rhythm 
guitarist and tour psychiatrist. If there was a 
little fallout when we were hurling down the 
motorway, I’d be the one pulling Noel and 
Liam apart and telling them to get over it 
and sit down. I always did jump in.” 

Iconic 

Bonehead remembers the colossal 
nature of Knebworth - the iconic gigs that 
recently celebrated their 20th anniversary. 
Flying around the site by helicopter showed 
him the magnitude of the gig. “It was 
massive. It was enormous. Just walking 
on stage and hearing the crowd: I’ll never 
forget that. Then John Squire joining us for 
Champagne Supernova was a total buzz. I 
was a fan-boy on stage when John Squire 
came on. 

“When I first heard the demo for Cham¬ 
pagne Supernova, I cried. I’m a Cancerian, 
so I’m pretty weepy. I’m nearly crying now. 
Noel had the song and he played it. We’d 
had a few beers. It was amazing.” 

It’s been 20 years since the start of Be 
Here Now and Bonehead’s had time to take 
stock. When Oasis were huge, he didn’t 
dwell. Life moved too quickly for him to 
think. The safest place was in the eye of the 
hurricane. 

“We didn’t have a laptop. We couldn’t 
Google ourselves or look on Twitter so we 
couldn’t see what was going on. We didn’t 
even have mobile phones. We were just

hurtling round the world doing it and 
leaving this trail behind us. 

“I didn’t really realise how big it got. It 
really took me two years after leaving the 
band to work it out. I got my head round 
it in 2001/2 - that was when I realised it. 
Before that, it was a rollercoaster, let’s go 
for it.” 

He’s in touch with Liam every day. “I’m 
very close to him. We try to get away and 
have a weekend in Europe or go and 
have a week away.” 

He left when he knew he could no 
longer give it 100 per cent. “We were 
recording Standing on the Shoulders 
of Giants in France,” he said. “It should 
have been the best time ever but it just 
felt a bit flat to me. There wasn’t that 
spark. You couldn’t be in that band and 
not give 100 per cent. Anything less, 
you had to go. I wasn’t going to lie. I sat 
down and said ‘it’s time to go’. I’ve never 
regretted it. I just wanted to spend a bit of 
time with my family.”

Lots Tor write home about 
after stay in Darwin Forest

FOR the perfect get-away-from-it- 
all holiday, in the heart of one of the 
most beautiful parts of the country, 
look no further than Darwin Forest 
Country Park near Matlock. 

Bringing nature to the fore, luxurious 
facilities and backed by an enviable eco¬ 
logical ethos, this beautiful 44-acre park of 
pine lodges - set among some of the most 
spectacular landscapes in Britain - is ideal 
for both families and couples, looking for a 
break to remember. 

Just stepping out of the car on arrival, imme¬ 
diately the freshness in the air took my breath 
away as I gazed upon rabbits scuttling around 
in the undergrowth. Then into the lodge itself, 
one of 100 sparingly dotted around the park, 
with enough space between to offer a real feeling 
of comfortable isolation - unlike some holiday 
parks where you can see what your neighbours 
are eating for breakfast. 

Membership 

Beautifully kitted out with all the mod-cons 
you will ever need, the lodges provide five-star 
self-catering luxury with a surprising amount of 
space, and if you are so inclined, a hot-tub all 
to yourself. Darwin Forest is a perfect base for 
touring and my wife and I had already taken ad¬ 
vantage of our National Trust membership and 
visited Hardwick Hall before our arrival. 

The highlights? An amazing walk, a huge pot 
of tea, and a stumpery in the lovely gardens - 
yes, a Victorian idea of building a unique wil¬ 
derness around tree trunks with their gnarled 
shapes, Alan Titchmarsh would be proud. 

We opted for a couple of walks during our stay, 
which at some points became scrambles, with a 
fair few hundred feet either side of us, but stun¬ 
ning nevertheless - Mam Tor at Castleton and 
the thrilling Chrome Hill, near Hollinsclough. 


It was particularly surreal to come across 
what was described as ‘the broken road’ near 
Mam Tor - basically a landslide some years ago 
put paid to Castleton having a main road out of 
the village after it collapsed and pedestrians now 
have access to this unique experience of walking 
on something akin to a disaster movie film set. 

We interspersed our exertions with excursions 
to Matlock Bath and the Heights of Abraham - 
a must-see, considering our location; along with 
visits to the charming Chesterfield and Buxton, 
with it’s pretty Pavilion Gardens. 

But the beauty of Darwin Forest is the vast 
spectrum of facilities and activities on offer, so 
that if you’re not in the mood for tootling around 
and just want to spend time among the pines, 
there is plenty to do. 

There are superb leisure facilities available, a 
lovely swimming pool, well-stocked gym as well 
as beauty treatments, with my other half opting 
for the de-stress massage session, and she gave 
that a big thumbs-up, having been trained as a 
masseuse herself. There is plenty to offer for the 
youngsters, with its Little Monkeys play area 


and the Activity Den that has arcade games, 
table tennis, air hockey and pool tables, to keep 
the bigger kids happy. 

Everywhere you look there is a real feeling of 
everything being in its right place, with lovely 
decor for instance in the Foresters bar and res¬ 
taurant, plus the Explorers cafe - perfectly com¬ 
plementing the unique surroundings.

I thank the lord that there was no CCTV 
to record my attempts at the monkey bars and 
climbing wall, where it took all my gumption, 
despite scaling the heights of the Peak District, 
to come down the other side, sliding down a 10ft 
high wooden bar! 

Still, at least the rabbits had a good laugh...

Three new engines have been added 
to the E-Class Estate range, which 
now starts at £36,735 for the E 200 
d SE. The E 350 d SE is priced from 
£47,255, while the Mercedes-AMG E 
43 costs £58,290. The existing E 220 
d Estate starts from £38,230. 

The 200 d features the latest 2.0-litre 
diesel engine with an output of 150 
hp and C02 emissions of just 109 
g/km. It delivers 65.7 mpg on the 
combined cycle. The 3.0-litre V6 E 350 
d produces 258 hp while delivering up 
to 48.7 mpg and emitting 140 g/km of 
C02. 

The Mercedes-AMG E 43 4MATIC 
Estate features a bi-turbo 3.0-litre V6 
petrol engine which generates 401 
hp - enabling it to reach 62 mph from 
standstill in 4.7 seconds. All E-Class 
engines come as standard with a 
9G-TRONIC automatic transmission 
(with shorter shift times for the E 
43).

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Don't judge car by its 
cover - look inside 

New Mazda 3 starts from £17,595 - looks pretty much the same externally, but what’s inside? 

By John Griffiths 

This is one for real car enthusiasts of the future: 
what’s the difference between the ‘old’ Mazda 
version? 

The answer - in visual terms - is a little testing because 
the changes are indeed subtle. But underneath the skin 
is a very different story. It sounds and feels like a whole 
new car, as it benefits from some of the latest technology 
handed down from the flaghship Mazda6. The use of new 
and higher quality materials in the cabin is obvious. But 
the real story is how the 2017 car feels to drive - quieter, 
smoother and more refined - as well as being safer. 

Prices range from £17,595 to £24,195, meaning a model 
for model increase of around £200 despite the raft of 
improvements. There are two petrol engines and two 
diesels, including the tax-busting 1.5 litre oil burner added 
to the 3 range last year with its 99g/km C02 rating. 

It’s a good-looker in any company, particularly (for me) 
the coupe styling of the Fastback model, although the 
hatchback is likely to be the biggest seller. There’s no 
mistaking where ‘Son of 3’ gets its sleek looks from, The 
changes are in the detail, with a bolder new grille and 
badge and revised fog lamp housing, plus a new bumper 
for hatchback models. The real giveaway is the new door 
mirrors which now incorporate wrap-around indicator 
lights. 

The overall impression of the cabin is of a major 
upgrade, thanks to higher quality materials and new 
trim. The adoption of an electronic handbrake (which 
automatically releases as you let in the clutch) frees up 
space for a bigger centre console storage box with sliding 
cover. What you don’t see, but do experience as you 
drive, is the considerable extra soundproofing in the roof, 
doors, dashboard and transmission tunnel, as well as 
new door seals. 

Whether petrol or diesel, the new Mazda3 must be one 
of the quietest cars in its class: indeed its a whispering 
rival to some more expensive brands. This sound 
reduction is enhanced on diesel models technology 
called transient control, which reduces turbo lag 
(meaning brisker, petrol-like initial acceleration) as well as 
reducing diesel rattle on start-up or under load. 

But one of the biggest changes is Mazda’s G-Vectoring 
- something you’ll never hear, feel or see but will be 
imperceptively be there, working away to make you seem 
a better, smoother driver. 

Put simply, its computer brain monitors throttle and 
steering inputs and subtly varies torque between the 
driven wheels, aiding turn-in, traction and stability. 

Combined with improvements to the MacPherson strut 
suspension, this endows the new 3 with a significantly 
smoother, more comfortable ride in a car which can 
match many a hot hatchback for its dynamic abilities. 

While the instrument display is revised for greater clarity, 
a new head-up display atop the instrument binnacle is an 
excellent option. Now in colour, it displays your speed, the 
local speed limit and includes traffic sign recognition, as 
well as satnav instructions which are clearly displayed on 
a transparent perspex3 Hatchback is screen. 

The 3 hatchback is a full five seater, with plenty of head 
and legroom for adults even in the rear. Boot space is 364 
litres, rising to 1,263 litres with the rear seats folded flat. 

The most economical engine is the 1.5 litre, 105PS 
turbo diesel, with 270Nm of torque (more than the 2.0 
litre petrol stablemate) for quiet, easy cruising on long 
motorway runs. It’s 0 to 62mph time is a class average 11 
seconds, but those who go for this option will be attracted 
by its official 74.3mpg average economy, with a road tax 
free 99g/km C02 rating. Perhaps more popular with the 
business sector will be the 150PS, 2.2 litre diesel with a 
whopping 380Nm of torque. It’s the sprinter of the family 
yet is still credited with economy of just over 60mpg and 
a low 104g/km of C02. The 2.0 litre petrol’s vital statistics 
are 8.9 seconds, 55.4mpg, and 119g/km of C02. 

There are four trim levels to chose from, with impressive 
levels of equipment. Many of the technological options 
are safety-based, including the ‘smart city brake’ system 
which uses radar sensors to warn, and if necessary, brake 
the car to prevent a rear end collision. 

There’s also ‘emergency indicators’ - hard braking 
switches on the hazard warning lights for a few flashes, 
alerting drivers behind that you’ve just pulled up rather 
quicker than they might have expected. 

The new Mazda3 hasn’t changed a lot of the outside - 
but since it still looks sleek and modern, why would you 
change it?

Old gold memories as 
Wolves tops charted 


FEW football shirts are as iconic as the 
old gold and black of Wolverhampton 
Wanderers. 

First donned in 1889, the colours have graced the 
backs of Wolves greats through the good times and 
bad. Now the history of the shirt has been put in 
print by die-hard fan Steve Plant and the book was 
launched in style with a host of past and present play¬ 
ers, club staff and hundreds of fans. 

They Wore The Shirt, a 255-page coffee-table book, 
is the product of the author’s vast personal collection 
and his commitment to documenting the history of 
the club through the shirt. 

Only 1,877 copies have been produced - a nod to 
the year Wolves were formed - and it comprises glossy 
pictures of 113 shirts. 

Plant, aged 55, said: “There are many shirts in 
there that people will never have seen before and per¬ 
haps didn’t even know existed. It is the entire history 
of Wolves done from a different angle.” 

Flannel 

It begins by chronicling the club’s inception and the 
team founded in 1877 by a group of pupils at Blaken- 
hall’s St Luke’s school. Plant writes that knitted or 
worsted jerseys and later gentlemen’s flannel dress 
shirts typically formed a player’s attire at that time. 

Most notably the shirt worn by the early St Luke’s 
side featured blue and white hoops. By 1883 the club 
had switched to red and white vertical stripes - the 
reason still remains a mystery. 

In 1889 gold and black was adopted for the first 
time to match the colours of Wolverhampton’s coat 
of arms created a year earlier. The motto on the coat 
of arms read Out Of Darkness, Cometh Light - with 
black used to symbolise the dark and gold represent¬ 
ing the light. After a brief return to red and white in 
1890, a new Football League order requiring teams to

register official colours forced Wolves back into gold 
and black stripes to avoid a clash with Sunderland. 

The earliest shirt pictured is the 1907-08 home jer¬ 
sey. It is believed to be the oldest Wolves jersey in ex¬ 
istence. It came to Plant via a dusty attic in Canada. 

There is a suggestion that it may have belonged to 
John Brodie, who played a key part in the formation 
of Wolverhampton Wanderers, with his family be¬ 
lieved to have emigrated to Canada. 

Other notable entries include the shirts worn by 
Wolves greats in the hugely successful 1950s. 

Among them are the floodlight friendly fluores¬ 
cent gold shirts made famous by a series of challenge 
matches against top Continental club sides. 

Among the pictures are the very shirt worn by 
Honved hero Roy Swinbourne who provided the cat¬ 
alyst for the famous victory over the Hungarian side 
in 1954, shirts from Wolves FA Cup victories and an 
England shirt worn by Billy Wright against Germany. 

A selection of popular Umbro shirts follow from 
between 1970 and 1986 including the 1977-79 home 
jersey, voted the club’s most popular of all time in 
a Twitter poll conducted by Plant. The book then 
enters ‘The Bully Years’ with the iconic sponsors in¬ 


cluding Staw Distribution, Mander Paint & Ink and 
Goodyear. 

Its final section charts the Millennium Years in¬ 
cluding the 2002-03 play-off final shirt worn by 
goalscorer Nathan Blake. 

Plant started collecting Wolves shirts to show his 
father John after he was diagnosed with pancreatic 
cancer and given just months to live by doctors. 

He said: “I would take each shirt round to show 
him as I got it and you could see it would put a sparkle 
in his eye. That was when I started buying anything 
and everything Wolves related.” 

Proceeds from the sale of the book will go to Bir¬ 
mingham Children’s Cancer Unit with the hope of 
raising £20,000. 

Favourites 

Among those attending the launch at the WV1 Bar 
in the Stan Cullis Stand were current skipper Danny 
Batth, team-mates Nouha Dicko and Richard Stear- 
man and old favourites Steve Bull, John Richards, 
Kenny Hibbitt, Phil Parkes, Willie Carr, Steve Daley 
and Colin Brazier. TV presenter Jacqui Oatley and 
former players George Elokobi and Matt Jarvis sent 
messages via a special video. 

Plant said: “The Wolves shirt is the fabric of the 
club and it reminded me why I have given so many 
years, through good times and bad, watching Wolver¬ 
hampton Wanderers.” 

Current players modelled the shirts for the book 
including Batth who said: “It’s the story behind the 
strips that everyone’s interested in and it’s nice to be 
part of and to be able to show my support.” 

Record goalscorer Steve Bull said: “It’s unbelieva¬ 
ble. I didn’t know what half of those shirts were like.” 

Hibbitt added: “Looking at some of the photo¬ 
graphs in there brings a tear to your eye when you 
see all the boys.”

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New chance 
for boxer 
to impress 

BOXING under the Matchroom banner 
with the Sky Sports cameras rolling will 
come with a sense of deja vu for Hale¬ 
sowen’s Lennox Clarke. 

The big-time again comes calling for 
the heavy-handed super middleweight 
prospect on Saturday.

“I’ve been here before, I consider it the 
poorest boxing performance of my career 
against Warren but I still beat him easy, 
on my worst day.
